to the reporting officer that .the most 

effective way to get Cas-tro to cooperate these days is 
through the Soviets. He felt that all along the Soviets 
did not wish to go to war over Cuba because there is no way 
to fight there except through nuclear warfare and he was sure 
that the Soviets did not wish to start a "nuclear war" at 
this time. Cuba is so exposed as to position, so far removed 
from Russia, that, it could not be defended by the Soviets with 
conventional weapons of war; the Soviets have no way to conduct 
a limited war over Cuba* Thus, when the U.S. took its 
determined stand, the Soviets realized the logistical problems 
and the facts of the situation and decided to. compromise. 
While he had no information on the subject,^ _.felt 
instinctively that some future move on the part of the 
Soviets, after having been n bumed n on Cuba, could be 
anticipated, very possibly it could be real pressure in a 
locale where they could in fact and If necessary^eonduct a 
limited war. The reporting. officer V jj agreed that 

the Cuban affair had pointed up the ifeed for increased 
vigilance, that there should be no let down in alliance 
defenses ' across the board . 
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
